Enthusiastic Reception of Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Cleve- 
land, 


A Grand Street Parade of 
Military and Civie 
Societies. 


The President Enjoys a View of the Prairie 
Country of Illinois—Arrival in Chicago— 
Thousands of People Throng the Streets 
and Cheer the Distinguished Visitors— 
The Escort to the Auditorium—Mayor 
Roche's Welcome and the President's 
Response, 


CHICAGO, October 5.—Only half a dozen 
stops were made during the run of the Presi- 
dent’s special train from St. Louis, and these 
were at water stations. The train men report 
that little knots of people awaited the 
passage of the train at way stations all 
through the night, merely to look upon 
the car which contained a sleeping President. 
The President left instructions that he be 
called early this morning, to give him an op- 
portunity of seeing something of the rich 
prairie country south of Chicago. When he 
made his appearance the sun was only a 
few degrees above the horizon, andthe heavy 
frost crystals glistened like diamonds in the 
fianting rays. Buttoned to the chin he 
stepped out on the rear platform and spent 
half an hour alone, looking at the country. 
Farmers teft thelr milking and housewives 
ran out of their houses to see the train, and 
recognizing the solitary figure on the plat- 
form danced and shouted with delight, 

THE FARMERS’ GREETING. 

Ata watering station, where there were not 
more than a dozen houses, a crowd of a hun- 
dred or more men, women and boys gathered 
about the platform, and stared at short range 
at the President, while besidethe track two 
enthusiasts were loading and firing a six- 
pounder as rapidly as they — could. 
The President tried to enter into conversation 
with some of these people, butthe interview 
was nota success. Finally he reached down 
his hand toward a red-cheeked lass of 18, who 
blushingly put up her ownin response. The 
ice was broken. Immediately there was 
arush and an up-reaching of hands for a 
shake, 

At Joliet, through which place the train ran 
very slowly, several thousands filled the plat- 
forms. Mrs. Cleveland had now made her 


traveling costome of dark green, and looking 
fresher and more charming, if possible, 
than. when the excursion began. She 
took her place beside her husband 
on the platform and rewarded the gath- 
ering with her smiles. At Lamont, IIl., 
500 quarrymen were drawn up in two lines in 
‘‘rear open’’ order, with crowbars at present 
arms. The President especially remarked the 
number and the zeal of ladies aud gray- 
bearded men in the crowds everywhere as- 
sembled to greet bim and was much affected. 
Many of them were shedding tears in their ex- 
citement, and otherwise manifested unusual 
interest in the occusion. 
BOUQUETS FOR MRS. CLEVELAND. 

Mrs. Cleveland was the recipient of several 
bouquets at points where the train slowed up, 
bearing upon attached cards the warmest. e&- 
pressions of affection: ‘‘To the Chosen of Our 
President,’’ Postmaster-General Vilas board- 
ed the train with three friends, six miles out, 
and accompanied the President into town. 

ARRIVAL IN CHICAGO. 

The train bearing President Cleveland and 
wife puifed slowly into the Alton Depot 
at Twenty-third street at 9:10 o’clock 
a. m. There was a loud ashout from 
the crowd, a buzz and then cheers as the 
distinguished pair walked across the platform 
to their carriage. A moment later the car- 
riage door closed with aslam, thefour spirit- 
ed horses jumped as the whip circled over 
their heads, and the President was riding 
through the streets of Chicago. 

THE CROWDS AT THE DEPOT. 

It was only a few minutes after 7 o'clock this 
morning when people commenced to stop at 
the depot where the President was advertised 
to slight from his special train. At that bour 
t’ -e were 200 men, women, boys and girls 
-‘anding around the little three-cornered frame 
aepot, which looked dismal in its coat of 
weathber-beaten drab paint, It is 4 
two-story structure, with two small 
waiting-rooms,in eachof which stoves fur- 


nished a slight heat for a crowd of persons 
who had become chilled standing on the out- 
side looking at the rusty car rails on two sides, 
the smal! frame buildings near by, the tower. 
ing clevators, or the bulletin boards covered 
with highly colored pictures of theatrical at- 
tractions. In all directions vacant lots, or 
rough lumber or stone yards cvuld be seen, 
NO DECORATION. 

Not a bit of decoration was visible for a 
block around the queer little depot, and not 
a vestige of color could be seen on the latter 
building except the dirty drab which protected 
the outside! weather-boarding from the ele- 
ments and the big yeliow letters, which 
looked almost flashy in their bed of gloom. 

A CORDIAL WELCOME. 

It wasa weicome fitting the Executive of 
this great Kepublic that President Cleveland 
met with wien he landed for tha first time in 
his life at Chicago this morning. The enthu- 
siasin was electrical. Such crowds, such 
bright faces in the same numbers were never

| THE ESCORT. 

Asthe Presidential carriage, with the fair 
mistress of the White House, came in view, a 
cheer went up from the masses that filled ‘he 
streets, as the carriage advanced, but the de- 
meanor of the crowd at this part of the line of 
march was in striking contrast to the unceas- 
n din of cheers that greeted the 


music until the procession got to Twonty-third 
street, and the crowds did nothing but look 
atthe President and Mrs. Cleveland. Closing 
rP behind the carriages came the Milwaukee 
Light Horse Squadron and Battery F, Fourth 
Artillery, United States Army. The crowd bad 
yelled itself hoarse, cheering for the Presi- 
dent, when the second division swung into 
line at the corner of Michigan avenue and 
Twenty-third street. Down Twenty-third street, 
Wabash avenue and Thirty-fiith street the peo- 
ple were packed as never before in the history 
of Chicago. Onthetopsof houses and in the 
windows were crowds of eager faces, and 
from roofs and porches floated streamers ev!i- 
dently improvised hurriedly for the occasion. 
Down at Twenty-second street, where the 
procession begun, there was @ repetition of 
the depot scene, and a man mightas well 
have attempted to walk through a brick wall 
as to force his way into the midst of this fence 
of men and women. 
THE PROCESSION. 

The main procession started from Twenty- 
second street promptly at 10 o’clock in the 
foilowing order:

NOISY CROWDS. 

Along the line of march the masses were 
noisy, though orderly, and for the most part 
kept the line of the curbs on either side, 
but 10,000 young Americans, from 5 
to 20 years old, defied cavalry, infantry, 
artillery and police, broke through all 
lines and over all restraints, ciung to 
the carriages, and when driven 
from one, fastened themselves to another, 
dodged blows fromthe batons ofthe police, 
ran around and even under the horses of the 
escort and suffered everything ey 
but death or mutiliation to keep in line. It 
was thought that possibilities in the way of 
exultant crowds had reached a culmination 
at St. Louis, but it was a matter 
of remark among the visitors that in point of 
numbers Chicago had gone beyond. Her 
demonstration seemed to the visitors to com- 
prise her entire population. 


Asthe process

Most of the time he was uncovered, The la- 
dies seemed particularly anxious to get a good 
look at the President's wife, and many 
ofthem were more agressive. in thrusting 
themselves forward than were the men.

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

‘‘It was soon after the election of 1884 that 
an old resident of your city was earnestly 
urging me to pay youavisit.

At last, 
and after all persuasion seemed to 
fail, he vehemently broke out with this 
declaration: ‘The people up where I live don’t 
think a man is fit four President who has never 
seen Chicago.’

THE SAME ACCUSATION AND CONCLUSION, 
If my alleged officiai crimes and misde- 
meanors are thus charitably accounted for, I 
shall not complain. I confess that the declara- 
tion of the representative of this city, as I 
have given it, is an evidence of 
that local pride and loyalty of 
which your great city is A striking 
mnonument.

So far as Mr. Cleveland is con- 
cerned I think he will be renominated and re- 
elected. Against Blaine Cleveland can carry 
Indiana by 15,000 majority. Auainst any other 
Republican candidate he will have at least half 
that majority.

|GREATEST CROWDS EVER LODGED OVER 
| NIGHT IN THE HOTELS. 


Scenes and Incidents of the Pig Crush Last 


tude Managed to Sleep—A Chapter of In- 
terest to Those Who Lodged Comfortably 
Last Night. 


There was a great outpouring of people at. 
the Union Depot last night and this morning. 
The night of the Veiled Prophet parade there 
is always an enormous travel, but last night 
beat all previous Velled Prophet nights. It 
almost eyualed big Wednesday of last week. 
The scene at the Union Depot was one never 
to be forgotton. 
reaches its height at 8 or 8:30 o'clock, but 
last pight it was a later bour when the throng 
was thickest. Almost as many people left 
the city as on Wednesday night of last week, 
which béat all previous records. The cause 
for the departures being later last night than 
usual was the fact that nearly all the people 
waited to witness the Veiled Prophet pageant 
Although it was not until 9 o’clock or later 
that the jam at the depot was greatest, the 
crowd was enormous even before7 o’clock, 
and remained so until midnight. While the 
people were not at any time wedged in to- 
gether so tightly as on last Wednesday night, 
the crush lasted longer. Fora long time last 
night, however, it was an utter impossibility 
for one to force his way through the crowd. 
He had to go with them whether he wanted to 
or not. There was no forcing your way 
against the current. Frequently the mass of 
people came to a dead stand for minutes and 
then there was squeezing and suffering. But 
there was never th@ same frightful jam as at 
times on Wednesday night. One reason for 
this was thatthe trains were handled much 
better. They were not stretched across the 
passageway and allowed to stand there for a 
half hour and people were not hemmed in be- 
tween trunks aid coaches and held. in impris- 
onument for fifteen or twenty minutes. The 
depot platforms are much clearer of baggage 
than they were last week. There are

forthis. Oneis that some of the trunks have 
been gotten out of the way, and the baggage 
which has since arrived has been handled 
without any mixture or confusion. Someof 
the rouds are taking care of theirown baggage, 
and this has been a great assistance to the 
overworked depot bands. There still remain 
rows of trunks on the platform, but the num- 
ber is not half so preat as were 
there last” week. As a result there 
is more room on the platiorm 
for passengers. 

No complaint could be urged against the 
handling of trains last night. All the extra 
trains were already made up in the yards, and 
48 s00D as the regular trains were pulled out 
the extras were backed right down, and at 
their time for departure pulled out. All the 
Western roads and several ofthe others had 
to run three orfour extras, pulling out one 
after the other. And every train that left was 
jammed with passengers. They not only filled 
every seat, but crowded the aisles and plat- 
forms, and after the trains had all pulled out 
hundreds of people were left standing on the 
platforms, having been unable to get away. 

Although the trains were well handied the 
people were not. In the enormous crowd 
travelers were unable to find the few men the 
railroads had on the platform to look after 
their passengers. ‘There was the usual large 
squad of police, but they were few indeed ina 
crowd so great. Bessides the officers did not, 
of course, know about the various extra 
trains, and it was a difficult thing for 
an unfortanate passenger to gain any 
information he might desire. The result was 
that many who might otherwise have got away 
were left through inability to find their trains. 
Though the jam was not as great as last week, 
the confusion was almost as bad in the way of 
handling passengers. Each succeeding per- 
son &@ man would apply to would give him dit- 
ferent answers, and, as aresuit, when an un- 
fortunate had been instructed by a half-dozen 
oracles, he was in

than ever. About his only chance was to find 
aconductor of a train, and then he would 
learn whether it was the train he wanted. To 
find conductors inthat crush, however, was 
well-nigh impossible. . 

In one respect the crowd of last night dif- 
fered most materially from those of last week. 
Then the travelers were nearly all through 
passengers. Last nightthey were almost all 
suburban and local passengers. InG.A. R. 
week all extra trains which were run were 
through trains, and last nightall with a few 
exceptions were accommodation and what 
are termed local trains. These local trains 
were generally run to points within a 100 or 150 
miles of here. here were a great wany through 

assengers, too; but the nuinber was not to 
2e compared with the local and suvur- 
ban trafic. To add to the crowd 
there last night a 
city people came down to see the Presidential 
party leave. The special trainon which they 
ieft was stationed at the Eleventh street end 
of the depot, and the extra influx of people 
it brought did not make as much trouble as 
they would have made had the train stood 
at the center of the depot. 

COMING IN. 

While all the people were pouring out of the 
city quite a number were coming in, which of 
course only added to the confusion and 
trouble. Thearrivals at any other ‘period of 
the year would have been considered very 
large, but last night they were so completely 
overshadowed by the departures that their 
number was scarcely noticeable. 

This morning was another great time for de- 
partures. Every road-entering the depot had 
to run out extra trains, yet people were stand- 
ing in almostevery car. Those who were un- 
able to get away last night did sothis morn- 
ing. Thenthere are always a great number 
who come here to see the Veiled Prophets 
pageant, Who never leave until the following 
morning. The depot presented a wost an- 
imated scene to-day. Both waiting-rooms 
were thronged,the platforms filled with peopte, 
aconstant stream of humanity was entering 
the depot from all directions and getting into 
cars to be drawn home. At no time, however, 
was there a jam. One could always move 
through the crowd. Thetrains were leaving 
so fast after each other that the crowd did not 
hav@time to increase much in numbers. They 
were swallowed upinthe coaches almost as 
fast asthey arrived. Againthere were a very 
large number of arrivals, but they fell far 
short of the departures. To-night and to- 
morrow morning the arrivals will probably be 
very heavy, and to-morrow nightthere will be 
another jam atthe Gepot. It will be another 
night of departures. 

The gates tothe Iron Mountain station at 
Fourth and Chouteau avenue were not 
unlocked until a few ininues be- 
fore the time for trains to 
start after the passage of the Veiled Prophets’ 
procession last night. In consequence all the 
space about the gates was jammed 
with people 80 tightiy that 
women fainted. Miss Emma Waibel, 
daughter of Louis Waibel, member of the 
School Board, fainted in the press, and when 
taken to her bome, 7505 Michigan avenue, was 
found to be suffering from serious injuries.

DIRECTORS IN DOUBT. 


—-____——- 


MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD HOLDING 
OFFICES ON VERY UNCERTAIN TERMS, 


Between the Redistricting of the Wards and 
the New Plan for Electing Their Suc- 
cessors the Present Directors Decide to 
Hold Their Offices While They Can—The 
Question to Be Settled Next Monday—A 
General School Election. 


The gentlemen of the School Board, who are 
entrusted with the education of the rising 
generation of the City of St. Louis, are bold- 
ing their important trusts under conditions 
which hamper them in the discharge of their 
duty. Justnow there is an annoying MNabil- 
ity that the guides of our youth 
may be {‘‘fired’’ at any moment. 
Nothing affects official efficiency so much as 
serious doubts about the term of office, cer- 
tainty of salary, etc. The members of the 
Board at present are very uncertain on this 
subject. The cause of the apprehension is the 
factthatlaws have been enacted which, to 
some extent, takes the dictation out of the 
hands of the Board. The members of the 
present body were elected at various times 


for terms toexpirein ‘87, Mand ’89. Directors 


Wm. Goerlich of the old Second Ward, John 
B. Taylor of the Third, John Brady 
of the Fourth, Frederick Zelle of the Seventh, 
Wm. Koenig ofthe Ninth, Albert Bornmuel- 
ler of the Fourteenth, Thomas A. Russell of 
the Eighteenth, Anthony A. Blaisdell of the 
Twenty-second and George Schubert of the 
Twenty-third were elected for the term ending 
last April, but, by one of the many favorable 
provisions of the law regarding the Board 
they- are entitled to hold the office until 
their successors are elected and qualify. The 
commission appointed by the Circuit Court 
last winter to redistrict the city found that 
after completing their laborious contract the 
Democratic politicians were jubilant, They 
counted that in the shuffle they had drawn 
sixteen wards for elections to the House of 
Delégates and the School Board. On looking 
over the fleld several of the directors found 
that their strongholds had been redistricted 
into somebody else’s ward. In the meantime 
the Legislature, which has 
ALWAYS DEALT KINDLY WITH THE BOARD 

heretofore took abandin the game. RKepre- 
sentative Drabelle, from this city, Introduced 
a bill dividing the city into fourteen wards for 
the purposes of schovl elections and provid- 
ing that one member should be elected from 
each ward and seven at large, making a total 
of twenty-one. Notwithstanding the fact 
that the progress of this bill was fougbt with 
considerable determination in the Gen- 
eral Assembly it was passed. The opposi- 
tion was then carried into court 
by arelator. A majority of the judges sitting 
in general session pronounced the bill consti- 
tutional afew days ago. As yet no appeal has 
been taken and the President of the Board is 
inaquandary. Should the president order a 
new election under the Drabelle bill, and 
should the constitutionality of the measure be 
subsequently denied by the Supreme Court the 
election would go for naught. On the other 
hand, should the election be ordered under 
the redistricting law and the final decision of 
the court in the Drabelle bill sustain the ma- 
jority of the Circuit Judges such an election 
“os be upset. 

Président Hickman is [eft in this predica- 
ment, with too small a balancein the treasury 
to try any experiments in the case. In 
the redistriction of the twenty-eight 
wards the outlines of all but 
two were changed, necessitating a new elec- 
tionin each of these. A School Board elec- 
tion costs about $5,000. The expenditure of 
this amount on a useless election would not 
be weil received at this time when the in- 
judious management of funds is already a 
delicate topic for discussion with tax-payers. 
The gentiemen whose names are given above 
are now in and are not violently in favor 
of declaring themselves out of office, or tak- 
ing their chances in reconstructed wards 
when they canjust as well aay nothing and 
serve the people. President Hickman has 
about deeided to awaitthe settlement of the 
subject in the courts. The plan of general 
representation is favored on the ground that 
the affairs of the schools can be best adminis- 
tered under the Drabelle bill. 

MR. LEO RASSIEUR, 
attorney for the Board, was asked to-day what 


the Circuit Court. Hesaid: ‘‘The other side 
will take whatever action is taken. I don’t 
know what the relalors have decided to do.’’ 
Speaking ofthe bili, he said his only duty was 
to establish the constitutionality of the 
Drabelle bill. It was contended that by 
working under this bill the Board would 
be composed of representative citizens and its 
deliberations in the matter of books, lands 
and leases, property, etc., would be free from 
any local ward influences. He was of the 
opinion that nothing would be done in the 
matter by the Board untilthe legal questions 
are finally settled. 
MR. WM. C. JONES 
who represents the relator, Paul H. Bier- 
man, to-day said he was not prepared 
to state what action would be taken in the 
matter. In passing on the questions the 
court was divded, and it was decided to post- 
pone handing down the opinions until Satur- 
day. After studying over the points in the 
discussions the relator will determine on his 
course. In case an appeal istaken tothe 8u- 
preme—Court a decision will not be ren- 
dered f nearly eighteen months, unless 
the attoWheys secure an order advancing it on 
he docket. Under any circumstances the 
nstitutionality of the law cannot be settied 
finally for nearly a month. If the object of the 
relators is to oust the present Board, an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court will not accomplish 
the purpose very successfully unless the case 
is advanced and the rounds cited in 
the dissenting opinion bold out a promise of 
the reversal of the finding of the lower court. 
On next Monday the attorneys forthe relator 
willjnotify the Board counsel of the plans con- 
cerning anappea!. If the Circuit Court decl- 
sion is allowed to stand an ejection for a 
Board of Directors will probably be set for the 
third Tuesday in November.

A SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT. 


Locating a Bullet in a Body With a Tele- 
phonic Probe. 


New York, October 5.—A successful expert- 
ment was made yesterday at Bellvue Hospital 
with a telephonic probe for the location of 
bullets. Aman named Schroeder, who re- 
ceived a bullet in his body a couple of nights 
ago while attempting a burglary, was the sub- 
ject. Asmalil steel plate was placed on the 
man’s leg. To one end of this was attached 


an insulated wire connected with a telephone 
receiver, which in turn was connec with 
another wire, at the end of which was @ 
probing needle. This needle was inserted in 
the wound and an electric current estab- 
lished. The needle was pushed in through 
the wound until a slight clicking sound 

by the operating surgeon, who held the re-

ENGLAND DESIROUS OF JOINING WITH 
GERMANY AND ITALY. 


Russia and France Classed as Offensive 
Powers—Salisbury’s Friendly Relations 
With Kussia—John Bright and the Irish 
—Bulgaria’s Ruler—The Crispi- Bismarck 
Interview—A German Editor Imprisoned 
—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonpDonN, October 5.—There is a perceptible 
inclination of opinion here towards the in 
clusion of England in the peace alliance set 
on for by Italy’s adhersion to Germany. 
Diplomatists are beginning to arrange 
the European Powers under two classes, of- 
fensive and defensive. France and Russia be 
long to the former, and Germany, 
Austria, Italy and Great Britain 
are among the latter. The difficulty in 
Salisbury’s way in taking any active steps to- 
wards joining the alliance of the peace 
Powers is that he ‘is on excellent 
terms with Russia for the first time 
for many years. Practically there is no eut- 
standing question between the two Powers. 
On the other hand France is greatly disliked 
here. Her action has been so persistently 
hostile to England as to cause British diplo- 
mmatists to abandon the thought of a 
French aillance. Moreover, the peace party 
in England grows stronger in proportion as 
the danger of war next spring becomes 
more imminent, It is quite possible some ac- 
tion will be taken on Bismarck’s lines. 

A UNIONIST GROWL 

Chamberlain’s organ resents very bitterly 
Edward Dicer’s article in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury in favor of the Unionists becoming 
merged in the Conservative party, 
and suggesting the expediency of 
shedding Chamberlain and his lit- 
tle band of _Radical-Unionists. It says 
that though the Unionists disagree with Glad- 
stone’s plan they are united in favor 
of the principle of autonomy for Ireland 
and declares that they have found it easier to 
combat Gladstone’s arguments than cope with 
the blnndering incapacity of the present Gov- 
ernment. This is the strong- 
est anti-ministerial declaration which 
has come from the Unionibts 
but it is always to be observed that the Birin- 
ingham Post is more Gladstonian than Cham- 
berlain, who is personally antagonistic to 
Gladstone. Indeed, the quarrel arose from 
the fact that when Gladstone formed 
his ministry, Chamberlain asked that a cer- 
tain man be put in acertain post. Gladstone 
replied that as Prime Minister he was responsi- 
ble for the whole of his Government.:A breach 
was thus opened which never healed. 


POLICE INTERFERENCE. 

Gladstone has at length taken note of the 
interference of the police with Liberal meet- 
ings, which, whether indoors or out- 
doors, are now shadowed by § detect- 
izes, inquiries being made be- 
forehand at the houses of promoters. If 
the police persist they will be excluded from 
the Liberal meetings and then some awkward 
scenes may occur.

LONDON, October 5.—The Morning Post, re- 
ferring to the Interstate Arbitration Delegate, 
says: ‘‘With the fisheries question still 
pending, this policy of effusive zeal of indi- 
viduals acting in a private capacity can not 
be pronounced altogether welltimed.

Mr. Jobn Bright has written a letter denying 
the statement that he could not support 
the Government's Irish policy because 
he had declared that foree was no remedy 
for the troubles in Ireland. Mr. Bright says: 
‘*Disunionists, whether under Mr. Glud- 
storne in England or Mr. Parnell in 
Ireland, are not careful as to the truth of 
their statements. Force is no remedy for just 
discontent, but Is a reinedy, and often the only 
remedy, for disorder and violence against 
which our laws provide. I supported Mr. 
Gladstone’s acts of 1881 and 1882 for the sup- 
pression of the Land League and disorder 
in Ireland, and Inow support the Govern- 
mentin its efforts to suppress the National 
League, which is the Land League under 
another name.

BOARD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS, 


Sudden Death of Ex-Gov. Washburne Dur- 
ing the Morning Session. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., October 5.—The 
weather on the second day’s meeting of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions was all 
that could be desired. Every inch of space 
in the city hall was crowded. The platform 
was enlarged forthe occasion, but it was far 
too small. Reporters filled all the space as- 
signed them, and many had to stand and do 
their writing. When, after the reading 
of Secretary Smith’s report, the an- 
nouncement was made of the death of ex- 
Gov. Washburn, which had occurred in the 
ante-room very suddenly of apoplexy dur- 
ing the reading of the report, a hush fell upon 
the vast audience, and the tones of President 
Bartlett’s touching prayer sounded as if 
uttered in afamily circle of mourners, The 
pale form lay upon a loungé all unconscious 
of the hurried, whispered consultations as to 
what should be dune to notify friends and 
make the other arrangements which the case 
required. 


Meanwhile the work of the great gathering 
which had called men of weight in social, po- 
litical and business circles, like the eminent 
nan Who had just died, from all parts of the 
world, from the presence of a thousand im- 
portant private and public duties, wenton in 
the room close by. Ali the year, in all parts 
of the world, business bad been accumu- 
lating which demanded and secured the 
eager attention of the andience. This was as 
Gov. Washburn would have ha" it, and he 
would have been among the closes listeners 
ofthem all. After the appointment ef com- 
mittees on the report of the Home Depart- 
ment on the place and preacher for next meet 
ing, the Rev. Dr. Judson Smith read a report 
on missions of China, Africa and the Pa- 
cifiG@®slands. 

THE FOLLOWING IS AN ABSTRACT: 

Five of the missions have been established 
over twelve years and are thoroughly equipped 
for their varied work ; four have been planted 
but seven years and are just beginning to 
measure themselves with the almost bound- 
less opportunities that surround them. 
Several missionaries have died this year. 
Truth is gaining a foothold in China and 
the people welcome the missionaries. 
The number of converts has doubled 
in ten years and now exceeds 30,000. 
There are 64 laborers in the field, but the 
force should betwice as large. More than six 
thousand persons have received medical 
treatment inthe China mission. Instruction 
is being givento nearly every one. There are 
15 churches with 336 members, 10 per cent 
having joined this year. The North China 
mission has been weak-handed, but more 
have joined the churches than for 
several years past, 107 in a total of 961. The 
High School at Tung Chow promises to be- 
come a school of liberal training in the high- 
est sense. A flourishing Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association Is also located there, and the 
eight young men who graduated at the Theo- 
logical Seminary two years ago are doing good 
work. The number of pupils in the Hridge- 
man School for girls, at Pekin, who 
are self-supporting, is increasing. The 
medical cases treated at the four sta- 
tions of the mission amount to 1,500. The 
Shanse mission is gaining strength and large 
reinforcements are wanted. The same is es- 
pecially true of the Hong Kong mission,where 
nothing but an inadequate force prevents the 
immediate cultivation of a wide and waiting 
field. In Africa the Zulu mission is prosper- 
ous. Thechurches report an increase of 129 
members in a total of 94. The schools are 
growing, the temperance cause is gaining 
ground, and the native pastors are increasing. 
Recruits are greatly needed, however.

During last year the net increase in the 
number of pensioners was 40,224—and this 
twenty-two years after the close of the war. 
The pension-list reached its natural maxi-

contained but 223,998, aud the cost was $26,000,-

The list grew atarapid rate until on 
June 30 last it numbered 406,000, and the cost 
was $74,815,000. And thus the anomaly is pre-

50 that, as far as the 
emieel charge is concerned, the war debt has 
not been materially reduced—the form of the 
obligation has simply been changed.

Michael Davitt Addresses the Knights of La- 
bor Convention at Minneapolis—Report 
of the Committee on Credentials—An- 
archist Sympathizers to Be Left Out in 
the Cold—Labor News. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 5.—Michael 
Davitt, the great Irish agitator, arrived here 
last night. He is making a trip for the benefit 
of his health and will returninaweek. This 
morning he addressed the National Assembly 
of Knights of Labor with reference 
to the conditions of affairs in  Ire- 
land, and he said that the Irish people 
were bearing with fortitude indignities 
worse than those that had precipitated many 
bioody revolutions, It was impvussible to tell 
whether more stringent measures might not 
force them to an outbreak, which, of course, 
was the great object of the Tories. As for 
home rule sentiment it was spreading like 
wild-fire over Great Britain, and there was no 
doubt that were an election held next year, 
Gladstone would sweep the country like a 
whiriwind. 


TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

The delegates to the General Assembly of 
Knights of Labor were a little earlier in getting 
to work this morning. There had been no 
night of social enjoyment to make them lag- 
gards.

MR. SIEB SAID: 

‘*'There seems to be a prevailing idea that 
Schilling and I are full-fledged Anarchists 
and espouse their cause. Thisisnotso. The 
reason for our being denied admission is pure 
ly personal in origin, there being several 
from our district who have personal 
grudges to wipe out. We do not espouse 
the cause of the Chicago Anarchists, neither 
do we think the principle of their platform is 
ajust one, but we do think they have not 
had a fair trial, and we ask this convention to 
pass resolutions of sympathy and to ask for 
clemency in their cases.’’ 

Mr. Schilling said: ‘*The case is a difficult 
one to define to a stranger, but the fact of our 
being barred amounts to this: It is purely a 
personal. matter.

That's the whole 
thing in a nutshell.’’ 

Michael Davitt’s appearance at the conven- 
tion was the signal for considerabie appiause.

DAVITT’S ADDRESS. 

Michael Davitt addressed the assembly at 
some length when it reassembled, referring 
to the strugyle of the Irish for home-ruie, and 
expressing the belief that the sympaties 
of the workingmen of America were with the 
people of Ireland. At the conclusion of Mr. 
Dayitt's speech, Mr. Powderly introduced res- 
olutions which were received with enthusiasm 
expressing hearty sympatby for the Irish peo- 
ple and condemning the oppressive laws by 
which Ireland is —— and the 
coercive acts of the English Government.

Mushroom-Growing in Lilinois. 


From the La Salle (Ill.) Press. 

A company was recently organized in the 
city of Chicago which has leased five acres of 
the tunnels of the Utica Cement Manufactur- 
ing Company for twenty years for the produc- 
tion of mushrooms. eeeey H,. 8. Weaver, 
superintendent of this new industry, left for 
France in the interests of the organization and 
will bring back a supply of mushroom spawn, 
embedded in rich compost; a handiual of 
which spawo or seed would be sufficient to 
pliant acres. There are several gentiemen in- 
terested in this new industry, which is surely 
a novelty in this part of the State, or probably 
in the United States forthat matter, for, as far 
as known, no such large company exists in 
this country. The method ot raising this 
cryptogamic plant as proposed in the tunnels 
will doubtless be interesting to our readers. 
There are numbers of these subterranean 
chambers owned by the Utica Cement Manu- 
facturing Company, but only a few of them 
will be used at first in the mushroom industry. 
The soil or manure will be brought from Chi- 
cago by the carload and made into beds in the 
tunnels and the spawn set therein. 

A crop can be grown every twenty-four 
hours, and two crops if.desired, as all that 
need be done istoclip off the head and the 
fringe will, inside the next twelve hours, pro- 
duce another mushroom plant. The expéri- 
ment of growing this delectable article of 
food has been tried in English mines, but with 
the coe phage of the gas, air, etc., it was not 
possible to obtain success and the attempts 
proved failures. The air of the tunnels is not 
impregnated with fol odors,is of an even tem- 
perature, and the entire conditions are such 
that a failure cannot possibly result. The 
company at first proposes oo pe in sufficient 
beds to yield 100 busheis per day, which sell in 
the Chicago marketfor 530 cents per pound. 
This will be increased in the spring. Mr. 
Weaver will be back from France shortly with 
the spawnand this novel enterprise will be 
running inside a few months. Then mush- 
rooms as a condiment to please the epicure’s 
palate can be procured, providing he will pay 
forthis rare luxury. Mr. Weaver was the 
guest of Superintendent Anton Preuss Mon- 
day, and made all necessary arrangements to 
start the industry as soon as he returos from 
the old country.

THE BRAVEST BALL. 


SCENES OF SPLENDOR AT THE CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE. 


Wealth, Beauty and Intelligence Honor the 
President. and His Wife at the Veiled 
Prophets’ Ball—An Event of Which St. 
Louis Has Not Seenthe Equal—Crushing 
Throngs of Men and Richly Dressed 
Womén Greet the Guests of the City— 
How Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland Appeared— 
A Pretty Feminine Action on the Part of 
Mrs. Cleveland—Incidents of the Car- 
nival’s Climax. 


Society in general had a whack at the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland last evening. It was 
the final whirl, and the distinguished guests 
leftthe city with the perfume of rare flowers 
lingering about them, the gleam of fair arms 
and shoulders, the harmony of colors, the 
sparkle of diamonds and the brilliant glare of 
the Veiled Prophets’ ball-room on the retina 
of their memory. 

The voters and society in particular had 
their day and it was fitting that the finale 
should be a blaze of brightness and beauty. 
No other words describe the Veiled Prophets’ 
ball more appropriately. Only the addition 
of one other ts needed to epitomize the event, 
and that has been used so frequently this week 
that it has lost all significance. This word is 
crush, or jam, or pack, or any other that ex- 
presses the snugness of the sardine in its box. 

Even the sacred precincts of the court 
where Etiquette sits enthroned with Beauty 
for ber Minister was invaded by the preroga- 
tive of the rabble. ..}t was one monster crush 
of men and women. Still it was the orderly 
crush without any Of the awful seriousness of 
Music Hall or the hotel reception. Women 
were squeezed to be sure, but not much 
harder than the inspiring strains of the waltz 
warrant and the elbowing and pushing was ofa 
modified and full-dress order. It was suffi- 
ciently modified to allow adainty dress to be 
preserved nearly intact through the evening. 

THE MOST UNCOMFORTABLE SPOTS 

were around the dressing-rooms, two of 
which opened on an entrance hall and the in- 
coming stream collided with the mass of per- 
sons struggling to leave their coats, hats and 
wraps in the proper place. It was decidedly 
unpleasant and marked abit of a blunder on 
the part of the committee. 

Once through this purgatory of preparation 
the scene was transformed into a_ spec- 
taele that fairly took the breath away, 


and held one spellbound in glowing admira- 
tion and wonder. It was not the vast hall nor 
the decorations nor the music—they were 
grand and beautiful—nor was the President 
and his wife the concentrating center of inter- 
est that sent the thrillof inspiration bounding 
inacurrent of sympathetic elation through the 
frame. It was the passing show, the throb- 
bing, living, moving throng of men and 
women that swept through the doors, up the 
stairways, into the ball-room and laid a 
tribute of—curiosity was it, or adoration, or 
both?—at the feet of the guests of the evening. 

Everything centered in one spot, every heart 
beat wasin unison, every thrill was on the 
same chord, every eye wasinthe same di- 
rection and every tongue was onthe same 
subject. 

This spot was the center of the north end of 
the hall, the chord was curiosity and the glori- 
fication of the individual and the subject was 
the Presidential pair. 

Republican simplicity picked up its chief 
representatives from the levelofthe ground 
and placed them on a velvet carpeted dais in 
chairs of state, surrounded bythe select few 
and fenced from the common berd. 

Democracy enthroned its servant in the 
market place and bowed in the dust before 
him, burning the incense of that finest of 
adulation, the: eager curiosity and fight 
for recognition of the multitude. Wasitthe 
apotheosis of the man or the exaltation of 
the office? Was it monarchical! glorification of 
the person or the democratic respect for the 
place? 

Perhaps both, as the individual tendencies 
and ideas prompted. The greatest office in 
the worldis a tempting object of adoration 
and the choice of sixty millions of people 
may be entitledto a large amountof attention. 
It is, perhaps, hypercritical under the clir- 
cumstances to object to any singling out and 
uplifting of the guests of the city at a bail 
given in their honor. 

The ball was unique. It is safe to say that 
St. Louis has never had such an event within 
its borders. Noone could enter the hall and 
mingle with the throngs on the floor and not 
be filled with admiration. The scene had a 
quality of its own which defies pencil and 
paper. The social climax of the festivities in 
the past has been superb always, but theevent 
ot last night reached a higher resultthan has 
ever been reached. 

THE BALL-ROOM 

never presented so magnificent an appearance, 
the attendance was never so large by thou- 
sands, and the costumes were never so brill- 
iant and beautiful. The wealth, beauty and 
intelligence, not only of St. Louis and Mis- 
sourl, but the cities and States of the entire 
Union contributed tothe magnificence of the 
occasion. 

Atits height the scene was one never to be 
forgotten. On araised platform approached 
by broad and richiy carpeted steps sat the 
President and Mr . Cleveland, commanding a 
view of a concourse which, perhaps, they have 
never seen equaied. The President, notwithe 
standing the ordeal through which he had 
passed, never looked better. He woreareg- 
ulation full-dress suit and his face was smiling 
and pleasant. 

MRS. CLEVELAND 

deserved the descriptions which have been 
given of her, and was altogether charming. 
If there is one quality of her dressing which is 
noticeabie it may be defined as elegant sim- 
plicity. This quality was not lacking in her cos- 
tume lastevening. It was simple but rich 

The gown was of soft ruby plush, the corsage 
cut square in front and V shaped in the back. 
It was sleeveless and had an edging of lace 
on arms and neck. The skirtfell in straight, 
soft folds from the waist, with a jarbeau of 
ribbons on the side. The taste that barred 
ornaments in aetng attire yielded to a superb 
diamond necklace with pendant and diamond 
stars in the hair. Mousquetaire gloves finished 
a toilette that became her beauty and fitted 
and set off the fine contour of her figure. 
Among the chief charms of Mrs. Cleveland 
which were revealed last nightare a shapely 
head placed gracefully and finbly on her neck 
and a well molded neck. Ithas a full, clear 
outline which suggests the heroic and gives a 
hint of the superb in her carriage and 
bearing. 

MRS. CLEVELAND’S PRESENCE OF MIND. 

There was nothing except admiration for 
herinthe throng, crucial as the testof ap- 
pearance and manner was. She did one pret- 
tily feminine thing, which gained a laugh and 
a plaudit from men and women. The Veiled 
Prophet gave the President and his wife sou- 
venir badges, and Mrs. Cleveland, with the 
tact of a woman, admired her badge 
and pinned it, with several touches 
to set it off, to the corsage of 
her dress. Mr. Cleveland, man like, 
held his souvenirin his hand asif he did not 
know whatto do withit. Mrs. Cleveland saw 
how he was treating it, and leaning over told 
him to pin iton, but as he seemed awkward 
and slow in doing it, she took it, and 
with a laugh, stuck the pin into 
the lapel of his coat and gave it a 
straightening and adjusting pat or two. The 
action was so thoroughly natural and uncon- 
scious that it won the assemblage and started 
the giris to raving over her afresh. 

THE PARTY WITH THEM. 

On the platform with the Presidential party 
were Mrs. Scanlan, Mrs. Francis, Gen. Jonn 
B. Henderson, who held the President's ear 
for a long time, Col. J. How, Mayor 
Francis and others, who passed up and 
down the steps and exchanged afew words 
with the guests of the evening. Around the 
side of the hall were tiers of seata which were 
banked with exquisite tollettes, pretty faces 
and shapely arms and shoulders, relieved 
here and there by touches of black and pure 
white, where men found places tostand. The 
floor was a mass of movin eople, and 
rivaled thetiers tn colors and Seas only 
the black predominated. The guests moved 
in a ceaseless current, passing and repassing 
the Presidential platform, but seldom stop- 
ping to stare. When the Prophet's followers 
were in the hall the bright coijors 
of the costumes could be seen mingling 
with the dainty dresses ofthe ladies and the 
somber biack of the gentlemen winding ip 
and out with the banners marking the prog- 
ess ofthe line. The decorations of the hall 
were simple but beautiful. The platform for 
the band was a mass of plants and flowers. 
and above it wasthe magnificent illuminated 
emblem of the Veiled Prophet, showing the 
Grand Oracle, with scepter in hand, mounted 
on hisdragon and flying through the air.

Afterthe march of the Prophet the Oracle 
was presented to Mr. and Mrs; Cleveland, who 
received him standing and he gave them each 
a souvenir badge in aplush case, the design 
of the badge representing the Veiled Prophet 
on his dragon. 

After the procession had retired the Presi- 
dential party watched the throng for a short 
time,exchanging salutations and remarks with 
acquaintances who presented them- 
selves, and the signal for retire- 
ment was given. There were brief 
farewells and the party passed through the as- 
semblage, which parted to give them passage, 
and were soon on their way to the depot.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., October 5.—President 
Barnard of Columbia College, in his talk to the 
students in the chapel on Sunday, deprecated 
the annual eane-rushing and hazing, and 
other similar demonstrations on the part of 
the sophomores and freshmen of the insatitu- 
tion. The sophomores have determined to 
Yrush this year, and have issued a challenge to 
the freshmen who have displayed a desire to 
tabboo cane rushing in future, and are mak- 


ing earnest efforts to do away with the time- 
honored custom, and will ask the assistance 
of President Barnard in gaining this object. 

‘*We will rush and rush with a will,’’ said a 
group of sophomores in chorus to a reporter 
yesterday. 

One unlucky freshman was seen to enter one 
of the class-rooms yesterday, carrying a fine 
maccala gold-headed cane. The door of the 
class-room had no sooner closed behind him, 
when # dozén sophomores rusbed in after him 
and attempted to wrest the cane from him. 
He was immediately reinforced by a number 


hats were broken, coats ripped out and the 
former pretty stick lay on the floorin a dozen 
pieces. Theclass of ’91 had won again, the 
victorious ‘‘rah, rah, rah!’’ rang out through 
the big building, and a ehallenge was immedi- 
ately thrown downto the freshmen, who de- 
clined to accept it. In the afternoon 
the sophomores asked permission from the 
faculty for the use of aroomin which to de- 
bate on the question. The faculty refused the 
use of the room to the students, and they 
immediately assembied on the greensward 
opposite the college and decided to obtain a 
room in the Brunswick Hotel.

It was agreed thut instead of the 
entire classes rushing for the cane, ten mem- 
bers from each class would face each other in 
the contest, which was to last five minutes, at 
the expi.ation of which time the struggle 
would cease, and ten fresh members from 
each class would continue the struggle, until 
the number of freshmen and sophs was ex- 
hausted.

A DISGUSTED DEMOCRAT. 


Mr, Crisp Resigns the Presidency of the 
Baltimore City Convention. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-DIsPATcnH. 

BALTIMORE, Md., October 5.—W. Benton 
Crisp sent in his resignation yesterday as 
president of the Democratic City Convention. 
In his communication he explains that he can 
not remain officially with the party so long as 
the convention simply registers the decrees of 
two or three unscrupulous bosses. The men 
who control the city convention, he says, 


have resorted to fraudulent methods to main- 
tain their control and power. He further says 
that recent developments have proven beyond 
a question that those who have absolute con- 
trol of the party, and who arrogate to them- 
selves alone the name of the Democratic 
party, have with their agents, often ignor- 
ant men, robbed the ballot boxes, perverted 
the registration lists into instruments of 
fraud, and have used the patronage of the 
Federal, State and city governments corruptly 
for the purpose of perpetuating their hold on 
the party organization which they misrepre- 
sent and disgrace.

THE PANCAKE SLIPPED. 


ANNA SAX EXPLAINS HER ASSAULT UPON 
THE PRESIDENT’S WIFE. 


The Woman Who Threw the Pancake Into 


Mrs. Cleveland’s Lap at the Fair Ground | 


Appears in the Police Court This Morning 
—A Brief Statement From Her—The Case 
Continued on Account of the Absence of 
Prosecuting Witnesses. 


There was one remarkable incident connect- 
ed with the visit of the President and Mrs. 
Cleveland, and this was the only thing that 
marred the otherwise pleasant way in which 
the arrangements for the entertainment 
were carried out. It occurred yesterday 
afternoon, as mentioned elsewere, when the 
Presidential party were driving out of the Fair 
Grounds after the luncheon at the club-house. 
It was caused by a pancake projected from the 
hands of Anna Sax, a cook employed by Dick 
Morische athis booth at the Fair Grounds 
and which struck Mrs. Cleveland, slightly 
soiling her dress. 

Pancakes are supposed to be a distinctively 
American production, but antiquarians 
and Egyptologists claim thatg they 
were used with deadly effect 
long before the Christian era. Anyway, the 
secret oftheir preparation is not a lost art, 
and among the nations of Europe All-Hallow 
Eve is not complete without a dish of the dell- 
cacy on the table. The preparation of the pan- 
cake isa simple matter. They are composed 
of flour, water and eggs. Some people are 
very particular about theeggs they use, in- 
sisting that they shall have a known pedigree, 
a pedigree that must not be too long; this is 
especially true of the domestic pan- 
cake. In preparipg the commercial article 


no questions areasked. The pancake that 
hit Mrs. Cleveland was, according to Ossian, 
‘‘Round as the shield of my fathers’’ and 
resembled that shield in many respects. 
There evidently was no design when the batter 
was mixed to make any of the subsequent pro- 
ductions into weapons of offense or defence, 
nor was it intended that any of them should be 
turnedinto compliments, but man proposes 
and his proposals are disposed of wise or 
otherwise, This particular pancake was 
evolved from aspoonful of the aforesaid com- 
mercial butter, and as Mrs. Sax watched its 
uncooked surface burst into a myriad of 
beautiful, tiny bubbles herface shone with 
pride. With a skillful toss she tossed it into 
the air, and as it fellinto tne griddle, expos- 
ing its beautifully browned side, her pride ex- 
panded into enthusiasm that could not be 
controlled. It was atriumph of the culinary 
art, and as such its history properly should be 
perpetuated. Just exactly what happened 
after this interesting moment cannot be prop- 
erly explained. Some people say she did and 
some say she did not. Anyhow the pancake 
was missing a few moments later, and was 
found on Mrs. Cleveland’s lap. There isa 
startling mystery that must be unfolded before 
the causes which forced this panceke to de- 
scribe a graceful trajectory from the 
place of its birth to the Presidential carriage 
can be explained. There is no question that it 
did describe this trajectory, and the numerous 
students of the science of ordnance and gun- 
nery unite in saying that it had an initial veloc- 
ity of fifteen feet persecond, and certainly 
dropped in a spot calculated to attract some 
little attention, if not to excite some little 
alarm and excitement. If this was the object 
it certainly succeeded, and minions of the 
law who find in their manuals an ordinance 
directed against the proputlion of projectiles 
of all kinds within the city limits, prepared to 
make an example of some one. 

MRS. ANNA SAX 
was held responsible, as it was conclusively 
proved that she was consulting and directing 
engineer of the establishment from which the 
projectile was forwarded. Mrs. Sax 
did not deny that such was 
the case, and attempted to explain 
Her eXplanations were of a description that 
can only be described in detail. She told the 
officers that as the matter she Was directing 
was of a floury nature she though ta pancake 
was as good asa bouquet. Thereisno doubt 
that she was excited, everyone else in the 
vicinity was excited and anxious to see the 
President and his wife, and she being 
of. an impressionable nature, was car- 
ri@d away by her feelings. She was 
then carried away bythe officers of the law 
on complaint of Phil 8. Lanham, Jr., and 
Charlies Kliotter. She was taken to the sub- 
station at the Fair Grounds accompanied by 
her brother Charles and John Gerber of No, 
2620 Elliot avenue furnished bond in the sum 
of $200 for her appearance at the Second Dis- 
trict Police Court this morning. 

THE WOMAN IN COURT. 

Promptly at 9 o’clock this morning Mrs. Sax 
appeared at the Second District Court and 
took up a position inthe second seat on the 
left of the centeraisle. She seemed abashed 
and diffident, and was not disposed to make 
herself comfortable or be sociable, especially 
to reporters. Sheisatype of the semi-well- 
to-do German woman, and shows a decided 
German accent in her conversation. She 
is low in stature, and has a decidedly Teu- 
touic cast of countenance. She wore a 
black straw hat trimmed with black gros- 
grain ribbon, with a serrated white border 
and three black ostrich plumes. Her dress 
was of black cussimere unrelieved by any 
trimmings, and she wore a black cashmere 
shawl which she effectively used to screen her 
face from the inquisitive glances of the 
court officials and witnesses and “*re- 
porters. In reply to a severe’ cross- 
examination by a Postr- DISPATCH reporter, an 
examination rendered necessary by the fact 
that she was disposed to volunteer no super- 
fluous information ,she said in her broken 
language: 

‘‘] wasin Dan Morrische’s booth when the 
carriage passed, and I did not know then who 
wasinit. Iwas making pencakes, and this 
one slipped from my bands and flewinto the 
carriage. Idon’t know how it happened. I 
did not intend to throw it.’’ 

She then began to.ask the reporter ques- 
tions which he found very embarrassing. 

‘*Who sent you here?’’ 

The reporter dodged under that one by a re- 
turn qnestion of ‘‘Where were you when the 
pancake slipped from your hands?’’ 

‘‘I was in the booth. Who sent you here?’’ 

‘*‘How did the pancake come to slip?’’ ig- 
noring her pointed question. 

‘*Who sent you here?’’ was her answer, and 
as the reporter could not get anything 
else from her he confessed reluctantly 
that he was from the PoOst-DISPaTcH. 
Theconfession effectively ended the confer- 
ence, as Mrs. Sax positively refused to answer 
any more questions. The reporter learned, 
however. that she was employed as cook by 
D. and J. E. Morische at their booth at the 
Fair Grounds, and that her name was proba- 
bly Knox, instead of Sax. 

After disposing of several minor cases 
this morning the clerk of the 
Second District. Court came to the 
name of AnnaSaxand announced itin sten- 
toriantones. Judge White assumed an extra 
judicial air, corrugated his brows thought- 
tully, stroked his goatee and ponderously set- 
tled back in his chair with an apparent de- 
termination to--settle the most momentous 
case that he evertried. Clerk Healy smiled, 
pulied down his cuffs and prepared himself to 
udminister the finest selection of ouths ever 
placed before the public. The Prosecuting- 
Attorney looked wise and then troubled as 
two of his principal witnesses failed to ap- 
near. After a minute’s painful reflection,

Departure of the President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land From the Union Depot, 


After the luncheon atthe Jockey Club yes- 
terday the President and his party were driv- 
en about the Fair Grounds. They did not 
leave the carriage to see the exnibits. After 
spending quite an hour in this way the car- 
riages were driven out of the grounds and 
took up the way to the Lindell Hotel. 
There were very few people on 


the down-town streets, and the passage of the 
carriages attracted little attention. Before 
leaving the Fair Grounds a little incident oc- 
curred that did not fail to excite the party con- 
siderably. As the President's carriage was 
passing a booth near the Secretary’s office 
Anna Sax, acook, threw a pan-cake into the 
carriage. It alighted on Mrs, Cleveland’s 
wrap, soilin it slightly. The woman 
was arreste and later released = on 
bail. She said the pan-cake was in- 
tended as a substitute for a bouquet. 
In leaving the grounds the carriages were 
blocked on Grand avenue by the great press of 
pecpte and alarge number of loaded cars. 
he mounted police cleared the way after con- 
siderable difficulty, and had trouble all the 
way along Grand avenue, as Shere were num- 
bers of velicles to be crowd out of the way 
of the party. The carriagesYeached the Lin- 
dell Hotel at6o’clock. The President and his 
wife were Invisible after that hour until 8:14 
o'clock, when the Veiled Prophet appeared. 
The Oracle, notwithstanding he had the world 
under his feet, bowed obsequiously to the 
President, who gave him an off-hand nod in 
return.

. THE PARADE. 


THE VEILED PROPHETS ECLIPSE ALL THEIR 
FORMER EFFORTS, 


A Gorgeous Pageant Viewed by Hundreds of 
Thousands of Strangers and Citizens— 
Incidents of the Start—The Crowd on the 

_Streets—An Awful Jam, Accompanied by 
Few Mishaps—The Police Have Trouble 
in Clearing the Route Along the Illumin- 
ated Streets, 


No such crowd has ever filled the streets and 
sidewalks of St. Louis as. gathered last night 
to witness the antinal pageant of the Veiled 
Prophets’. Every circumstance connected 
with the affair was calculated to contribute to 
its success, The presence of the President in 
the city had drawn hither from the country a 
great crowd of strangers. The night 
was perfect, and that alone in- 
clined the .pedple of the city to 
come down-town to viewthe parade. Then 
the bad weather had cast a shadow over the 
Trades pageantand kept a number of people 
at home on the evening of that display, and 
those who had missed the one were determined 
to see the other. Altogether, there was every 
reason why St. Louis and the country sur- 
rounding St. Louis should turn into the 
streets marked out for the Prophets’ parade 
a greater crowd than had ever gathered there 
before. 

Early in the evening thecrowd began to turn 
east. Every house inthe residence section of 
“pe city emptied a delegation of men, women 
and children into the streets until every one 
of the prinvipal roadways was filled with a 
slow-moving crowd, all making toward the 
center of the city. Every car going east was 
packed at 6 o’clock. Crowds stood on the cor- 
ners and watched each public conveyance 
as it rolied by, filled to overflowing. Wagons, 
carts and carriages went rolling by, all 
turned in the same direction. When7o’clock 
arrived the crowd on the corners waiting for 
the street car had determined on one of two 
things--to walk down town or tv take the 
cars going west and make the circuit of the 
car line. <A majority of them adopted the 
former plan for the particular reason 
that the street-car service was entirely 
inadequate. If every street-car in the city 


had been running from west to east all even- 
ing without the necessity of making the re- 
turn trip one-half the crowd would have been 
under the unpleasant necessity of waiking 
down-town.

the street-cars on most of the streets had been 
stopped at the line of the Proph- 
ets” route. Every side street lead- 
ing to Washington avenue, Broadway 
and Fourth street was crowded with wagons 
whose owners were waiting patiently for a 
sightof the parade. Some ingenious indi- 
viduals had built temporary stands on top of 
barrel-wagons on a level with the second 
story windows of the adjoining buildings, and 
those stands were covered with women 
and children. Third was com- 
paratively deserted, the illumin- 
ated thoroughfares the sidewalks 
were packed and two thick streams 
of humanity moved in opposite directions at 
either side of the street. An occasional wagon 
or carriage folioved slowly the movement of 
the crowd. Atthe side of tha street in many 
places lurge stands had been erected, They 
were packed to overflowing. In the windows 
of the principal business houses temporary 
stands had been constructed, and they were 
early filled with a crowd of ladies and gentle- 
men, many of them in bailcostume. They 
amused themselves during the early evening 
studying the movements of the crowd. 

Shortly after 7 o’clock the people who had 
athered in the neighborhood of the Prophets’ 
en and. packed Twelfth street, north of 
Chestnut street saw the great curtain that 
hung across the north end of the den drop to 
the ground. As it fell the whole interior of 
the great building was revealed. It was 
bright with the glare of lime lights placed at 
the corners. At one corner stood

the ‘‘Dawn of History.’’ On a huge globe 
stood the Grand Oracle clad in his regal robes 
of white satin, heavy with gold embroidery. In 
his hand he carried the wand of power. On 
either side of him stood the venerable’ bigh 

riests. Twoof the Prophet's slaves in yei- 
ow robes, with head-dress of Egvptian 
design led four horses over to thefloat. A 
big blanket of white, with the letters ‘‘V. P.’’ 
on either side, covered each of the animals. 
“They were quickly hitched to the first float, 
and it was landed out into the square which 
had been fenced off. Then one after another 
the other floats were drawn out into the 
square and ranged in line. Oain as- 
sumed a threatening attitude above the 
figure of Abel, who stretched himself out on 
the ground to await the fatal blow. Joseph 
permitted his handsto be bound “behind him 
preparatory to his sale into captivity. De- 
jilah’s slave sharpened his razor in prepara- 
tion for another onslaught on Sampson's 
locks of hair. David put a new stone in his 
sling and began to make faces at Goliah with a 
view to provoking him to combat. Jonah 
cleared his voice in preparation for an 
exhortation of the Ninevites. Josiah settied 
himself as comfortably as possible in the arms 
of one of his slaves, and to all appearances 
ave upthe ghost. Judith gota good grip on 

olofernes’ trimnkless head with one hand and 
the side of the General's tent with the other. 
Daniel patted the lions onthe headand Bel- 
shazzar took a preliminary drink from one of 
the sacred vessels. When ail was in readiness 

ré wasappliedto the torches borne by the 
siaves on either wide of the floats. The squad of 
mounted police rode up to the head of the 
line, the Grand Oracle waved his wand, the 
barriers were thrown aside and the procession 
began to uncoil itself and move toward Pine 
street. A bouquet of rockets shot into the 
air to announce tothe waiting crowds on the 
stroet that

and cheer on cheer from the assembled crowd 
told of its departu ce. The line 
moved slowly west on Pine street. 
Eleven bands, one in front of 
every second float, p'tayed vigorously. A 
deep red light from hundreds of torches 
brought out every feature of the tableanx 
As the procession moved along the route it 
was greeted with continued applause. Hand- 
kerchiefs were waved from windows crowded 
with sight-seers; the crowds along the sides 
ofthe street cheered and cheered and even 
the smnall boys who had climbed the lamp- 
posts and telegraph poles shouted a shrill ap- 
proval. 

There was an inclination onthe part of some 
ofthe crowd to treat the floatg with less re- 
spect than their sacred character demanded. 
The band tin front of the Samson float was be- 
seeched to play ‘*‘Chippy, Get Your Hair Cut,’’ 
and there were loud calls for ‘''A Life on the 
Ocean Wave’’ when Jonah andthe whale hove 
insight. As arule the musical selections 
were not appropriate tothe scenes, however, 
One band played ‘‘Marching Through Geor 
gia’’ avs an accompaniment to the scene of Jo- 
Siah being borne fromthe field of Megiddo, 
and this selection was liberally applauded by 
the crowd. 

A SLIGHT DELAY. 

At Eighteenth street and Washington ave- 
nue the procession was somewhat delayed by 
& etreet car biockade, but the road was 
quickly cleared. As the procession reached 
theline of the illumination it encountered a 
densely packed crowd. The thousands who 
had waited for hours to see the parade go by 
were joined by other thousands who had seen 
it pass in one direction and who had hastened 
to head it off at another point to get a second 
View of it. The mounted policemen, at the 
head of the line, rode int» the thickly wedued 
crowd and drove them vack against the build- 
ings along the sides of the street, beating 
them with their swords, and aimost running 
them down. The owners of valuabie

tad arded them over to save them 
from breakage. Against this boarding and 
against the brick walls were packed men, 
women andchildren. Atthe Lindell Hotei it 
seemed almost impossible for the procession 
to pease through the crowd. The pressure was 
feariul, but the police drove the crowd back 
into the side streets and ahead of the proces.

for the floats to pass through, On Fourth 
street the pressure was sO 83=_ great 
that the crowd closed in between 
the floats andthe marshais and the police 
were powerless to keep the roadway olear. 
Behind the last float in the procession the 
crowd closed in and wedged between the 
building lines.

The crowd eased 
up gradually as people escaped up the side 
Streets and the main thoroughfares were 
passable within haif an hour after the passage 
of the procession, but it was midnight before 
eyen comparative quiet was restored and all 
night long there were hundreds of people 
wandering up and down Fourth street, Broud- 
way, Olive street and Washington avenue.

A suit was filed some 
time since in the State Court by the company 
against Edgar F. Browne, the local manager 
of the business office, who disappeared, and 
against his bondsmen, Erastus. Wells, Lucien 
Eaton, W. W. Judy and George Milford. The 
bond was in the sum of $10,000. Upon motion 
of the bondsmen the case was transferred 
to the United States Circuit Court and Mr. Al- 
len for the Western Union Company made the 
point to-day that asthe defendants were all 
residents ofthis city the case ought not to 
have been removed from the State Court.

It was feared that the effect might be 
serious, but he was seen in the office of the 
Murray Hill Hotel, New York, a few weeks 
since, and then he appeared to be much bet- 
ter.

The President’s Sister Installed in a New 
York Select School. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, October 5.—Miss Rose Elizabeth 
Cleveland began yesterday her new life asa 
New York school teacher. Her near friends 
have known for sometime thatshe intended 
tojoin Mrs. Sylvanus Reed in the manage- 
ment of one of the most select schools in this 
city. An unsigned circular, dignified in tone 
and so carefully worded as not to reveal the 
author by its literary style, was circulated last 
spring among those families whose daughters 
had been pupils at Mrs. Reed’s school. It was 
as follows: ‘ 

‘*Miss Cleveland has accepted the proposi- 
tion made to her by Mrs. Sylvanus Reed by 
which she is to be associated hereafter in the 
executive administration of Mrs. Reed's 
school. While Miss Cleveland will share with 
Mrs. Reed the responsibility devolving on the 
head of the school, she will herself conduct 
the studies of the senior and post-graduate 
classes in the department of American his- 
tory.’”’

A MAGNIFICENT HEALTH INSTITUTE 
IN CONTEMPLATION, 


A Pleasant Chat with the Well-Known 
Commonwealth Avenue Physician. 


But few men are so well known as Dr. R. C. 
Flower of this city, not only in New England 
but threughout the great West and South. 
From ocean to ocean, Manitobu to the Rio 
Grande, he has occasionally made his profes- 
sional trips, and wherever he has been, great 
numbers have visited him and frequently 
many more than could possibly consult with 
him. The writer happened to be in Washing- 
ton during one of Dr. Flower’s professional 
visits to the capital. His spacious parlors 
at the Riggs House were crowded, and, 
after three days’ consulting with patients from 
6in the morning until midnight, [am sure on 
the night of the third day, as he started for 
the South, there were at least 150 people wait- 
ing for an interview. Dr. Flower'’s practice 
has so increased of late years, until it has be- 
come greater than he can manage to his satis- 
faction. In talking to the doctor afew weeks 
ago ITasked him how it wasthat he had pretty 
nearly stopped making professional visits 
through the West and South. ‘‘I have good 
reason,’’ he replied; ‘‘I have more patients 
than I can attend to in my present situation. 
When I say morethanIcun attend to, I mean 
that I am constantly having patients that I 
cannot treat and cure to my satisfaction un- 
less I have them under my immediate care. 
While Ido cure many every year, and numbers 
of them supposed incurabies and given up by 
the best physicians of our country, still there 
are a large number, and many cases of vital 
importance, which I cannot successfully treat 
and cure living as they do all over the country 
and I in Boston. Then, again, there are 
patients who are only partially cured, which, 
if I could have them under my immediate care 
for u few weeks, could be radically cured. To 
remedy this evil I must either abandon my 
practice or have a sanitarium (a large heaith 
institution). The former would be difficult to 
do except through neglect, which I could not 
think of. The latterI am thinking seriously of. 
But asanitarium after my idea means a great 
deal. It means a home for my patients, where 
they can have every kind of treatment 
known to earth. It means an extensive 
home, radiant with smiles and sunshine, the 


atmosphere of which iscure itself. A home 
of pictures, music and birds, where the mind 
is fed while the body is being treated, where 
every care and attention is given, so that the 
very air breathed is that of gentleness and 
Llove.’’ Then, why don’t you build such an 
institution?I asked. ‘‘l have several plans 
drawn,’’ was hisreply, ‘‘but I have. not yet 
seen anything thut suitsme. I am going to 
Europe for afew weeks, and during my stay 
there I shall carefully examine some of the 
great sanitariums end heaith resorts, 
and on my return I shall probably 
establish just such an_ institution as 
I have described, uniess I decide to 
move my practice to Paris; in that event I 
shall establish such an institution there,.’’ 
What are the chances of your moving to 
Paris? l asked. ‘‘It is possible, but Ido not 
think it probable thatI will. lIdon’t think an 
inducement can be made strong enough to 
take me from my country, butef this I cannot 
speak positively until 1 have been to the other 
side of the water.’’ 

Dr. Flower has returned home, and from an 
interview with him last evening I learned that 
while he was charmed with Paris and pleased 
with the offerto locate him there, he thinks 
that America is good fnough for him, and as 
evidence of it hds decided to estab- 
lish a large sanitarium in the 
city of Boston, which will be im- 
mediately under his personal care. So, doctor, 
I said, you have decided to establish yuur 
health institute inthe Hub? ‘‘I think Boston 
will be the place.’’ Had you thought of any 
other location for your health bome? ‘‘Yes, 
Cleveland, O., would be an excellent loca- 
tion. But Denver, Colo., would be my choice 
if it was nearer the center of population. 
Nashville, Tenn., would bean excellent loca- 
tion. But, everything considered, I think 
Boston presents more favorable reasons for 
its location here.’’ Will your institute 
be in the city? ‘‘Yes, very near 
the center of the city. I do not be- 
lieve in putting sick people in an onunt-of- 
the way place. Whatevertbe beauty of the 
place may be, or thorough the treatment, a 
health institute, in myidea, should be large 
enough and so situated as to. command all the 
quiet needed, but atthe sams time it should 
be in the midst of life; sick people need around 
them life, sunshine and smilling faces, as well 
as kind hearts, and outside they need the 
magnetism of athrobbing, living world. The 
minds of many in the restoration of heaith 
need excitement, as the minds of others need 
perfect rest.’’ 

Will you give me an ideaof your institute?. 
‘‘It will contain a bath establishment which 
will include every kind of a bath, Russian, 
Turkish, Persian, thermal, electro-thermal, 
magnetic, shower, needie, spray, douche, 
plunge, sun bath and earth baths; electricity 
in every manner; massage and magnetic 
treatments by the most skilled manipulators. 
Besides myself and my present assistants y 
shall have the best physicians that can be pro- 
cured, so thut every disease for which there is 
acure can be successfully treated. I am de- 
termined to make this institution as perfect as 
possible,and cure every diseuse that has acure 
known to man. The house must have perfect 
ventilation, and the parlors and reception 
rooms as inviting and beautiful as it is possi- 
ble to make them. lwant my patients to be 
cheerful, happy and contented, and _ they 
must feel at home. The dining-rooms and 
kitchen will be on the top moor of the build- 
inu, also billiard rooms, gymnasium and 
other rooms for exercise and amusement. 
With the elevators, this will not prove incon- 
venient and will relieve the house of odor 
from cooking. The parlors, music rooms and 
drawing-rooms will be on the first floor. 
The chambers will be furnished with all mod- 
ern conveniences and improvements, and 
the house well supplied with nurses and at- 
tendants. A livery will be connected, so 
that buggy, carriage, sleigh and horse-back 
riding will be possible at any moment. A 
great many additions to what I have ont- 
lined will be added, and one thing is certain, 
there is nothing that can addto the treatment 
and cure of the sick that willnot be putin, 
so as to make it a perfect home of health.’’ 

Do you-expect, doctor, to bring your pa- 
tlents generally to the institute? ‘‘No, in- 
deed. Not one in fifty will most likely come. 
Only those whom I cannot successfully treat 
attheirhomes.’’ Your pratice, I believe, ex- 
tends pretty generally over the country, does 
it not. ‘*‘Yes, sir; my patients are to be 
found in all parts of the worid.’’ You make 
yrofessional trips occasionally through the 
Vestand South? ‘‘Yes, sir.’’ Howdo you 
like the peopie of the West? Very much in- 
deed; they are the best people in the world; 
big-hearted, big-souled and generally good.’’ 
But, doctor, they are not as advanced intel- 
lectually as our people ofthe East? ‘*Well, in 
some respects, no. Though the West is far 
ahead of what people in the East generally 
think, and will sovn be the equal, if not 
the “superior of the East.’’ How § far 
South do you go? ‘‘As far as Southern 
Texas.’’ Why, doctor, I am surprised at your 
ever taking time to visit thatiwild, balf-settied 
country! ‘‘You are badly mistaken about 
Texas. Texas is the best State.in the South, 
and one of the bestin the Union, Her people 
are orderly, industrious, prosperous, and the 
most kind-hearted peopie I ever knew.’’ 
Here the doctor laughed, and continuing, 
said: ‘*You newepaper men in this country 
pes make people belliove that Texas was 
fullof ranchmen, cowboys and farmers, and 
that these men were ignorant and  wiid. 
Among the noblest men of the worid are the 
Texas ranchmen, cowboys and farmers, and 
their mothers, wives and daughters are the 
brightest types of all the virtues which make 
home beautiful. While my home is in 
almost the opposite side of the 
country, still I will never listen to anything 
said against Texas or her people, and I never 
make a visit to that country which is not as- 
| sociated with great pleasure.’’ Then, doctor, 
you must have a good many patients in Texas? 
‘*Yes,a large number, and these! expect to 
see this winter.’’ Such was the brief outline 
given by Dr. Flower himself, of what promises 
to be a grent health resort. Considering Dr. 
Flower's extensive practice and acquaintance, 
it should not take much of @ prophet to pre- 
_dietthat to this health home the sick will 
come from all over the world by hundreds and

BATH BEACH'S TRAGEDY. 


A YOUNG MAN MURDERED AND ROBBED ON 
HIS WEDDING DAY. 


The Strange Disappearance of John 
Glorekter of Breoklyn—A Bride and 
Wedding Guests Who Viaited in Vain for 
the Bridegroom—the Latter’s Mutilated 
Body Found in the River. 


By Telegraph of the Post-D!ISraTenu. 

NEW YorkK, October 5,—The body of a well- 
dressed man was found floating in the water 
off the foot of Twentieth avenue, Bath Beach, 
yesterday morning by the young son of Jo- 
seph Stehler, a residentof the place. It was 
lying face downward afew yards off shore. 
The boy ran home and informed his father, 
who, after rousing up several of the neigh- 
bors, wentto the spot. When they arrived 
the body had been washed near the shore. It 
was quickly secured and hauled up on the 
sand. The head was entirely covered with 
blood, while the face bore evidence of having 
been struck violently with some biunt instru- 

The nose was broken. The body was 
warm and had been in the water but a 
Constable Patrick Drury of 
notified. When

he arrived ‘a few minutes lat- 
er, accompanied by Justice Conrady of 
New Utrecht, a crowd of several hundred peér- 
sons had congregated around the body. Con- 
stable Drury immediately recognize? the body 
as that of John Glorekter, a young man who 
until latelyhas been employed as bartender in 
John P. Gaunter’s saloon at Sixty-fifth street 
and Third avenue, Brooklyn. He searched 
the clothes of the dead man, but found noth- 
ing but a silver pistol, scarf-pin, a pair of cuff 
buttons with the initial ‘‘O,"’ a police 
shield of the New Utrecht police, several keys 
and three handkerchiefs. These he took pos- 
session of and then sent word to Coroner 
Wardell of New Utrecht, whose deputy was 
soon onthe scene. The body was viewed by 
that official and then placed in a rough pine 
box. It was then removedin a wagon 
to Bennett’s coal yard at the 
foot of Bay Ridge avenue, where it was 
placed in a little shed which does service as a 
morgue. During the day several friends of 
the dead man and a Coroner's jury which had 
been impanelled, viewed the remains which, 
as they lay in the rough-made box, the face 
still covered with the bloody rag, showed 
This morning

wilimake a post mortem examination and in 
the evening the inquest will be held. Mean- 
time, Detectives McCormick and Devoy, of the 
Eighteenth Precinct, are hard at work on the 
case, which looks iikea murder.

Monday even- 
ing at their house the ceremony was have 
been performed.

As the 
minutes passed and he did not come, the 
bride-elect began to grow anxious.

The police in both cities were communicated 
with andevery effort to find him made, but 
without avail. All night a weary watch was 
kept u by the  disconsolate young 
girl and her friends. She was nearly 
broken-hearted when yesterday alter- 
noon she received the news of 
Glorekter’s death. She immediately swooned, 
and now lies very illat her home. It is Miss 
Dilger’s wish that the furneral of her intended 
husband should take piace from her home. 
Glorekter who, bad he lived would have been 
24 years of age next month, is spoken of asa 
steady, sober young man. He boarded with 
Mrs. Caroline Senn, at the cornerof Thirty- 
sixth street and Third avenue. He has a 
brother, Frederick, who is a manufacturer of 
parlor suits at No. 682 Flushing avenue. He is 
a native of Germany and had been in this 
country nearly nine years, during six of which 
he had lived at Mrs. Senn’s. Saturday and 
Sunday he slept at his intended’s house, and 
spoke hopefully of the future and of the 
happy time they would spend together in the 
— little home he had furnished on Seven- 
teenth street. He left the house shortly before 
9o'’clock Monday morning, oe he was 
comingtoa bank in Fourteenth street, this 
city, to draw out some money. He said he 
would draw out between $500 and $600. Whether 
he wentthere or not, or what he did with 
himself during the early part of the day is 
not yet known. The next trace of him is 
found at Coney Island, where he left at 4 
o’clock by the West End road. He rode to 
Bath Beach, where he got off, and later in the 
day was seen in John Hornett’s saloon by 
Officer Clinch of the New Utrecht police. The 
theory is that while at Bath Beach Glorekter 
was robbed and murdered and his b :dy thrown 
into the water.

This offer was refused and Farrell directed 
Glorketer to G. H. Henje's coal yard, at the 
foot of Eighteenth avenue where Williams is 
employed asa book keeper. Itis not Known 
that he was seen afterwards or whether or not 
he saw Williams. Farrell is positive that the 
dead man hada — ring when he was in his 
place. When the body was found the watch 
and chain and ring were 

ALL MISSING, 
and there was not a cent of money in his pock- 
ets. What puts a very mysterious aspect on 
the case is the statement of Adam Khinehardt, 
the transfer agent, stationed at Twenty-fifth 
streetand Third avenue. He was well ac- 
quainted with him, and says that he saw him 
between 10 and 10:30 o'clock on Monday night, 
when he gave him a transfer ticket to the 
cars. Heis certain he is not mistaken as to 
Glorekter, who gave hima cigar. The con- 
ductor of the trainon which he rode from 
Coney Island to Bath Beach says that he 
seerned moody and dull, something unusual 
for him. From a conductor on the Fort Ham- 
ilton Dummy Line it was learned that a repul- 
sive-looking man, having a big roll 
of bills in hia possession took the first train up 
to Brooklyn yesterday morning. In the after- 
noon the same man returned on the cars. He 
still bad plenty of money with him. Glorekter 
was employed as collector in the large com- 
mercial nouse in this city till recently, when 
he was employed as barkeeper gf A ohn P. 
Gantler, whose saloon adjoins the Bath Beach 
depot on Third avenue. Gantler said yester- 
day that Glorekter had been in his employ for 
nearly three ition « leaving him August 4 last 
to take a poss tion offered him in this city.
